WHEREAS, Since 1982 he has served on and is the current
chairman of the House International Relations Committee, where
he has played a vital role in the nation's war on terrorism and
has been involved in crucial debates about international arms
control, the War Powers Act, the expansion of NATO, and the

congressional investigation of the Iran-Contra affair; and

WHEREAS, From 1985 to 1991, Congressman Hyde served as the
ranking Republican on the House Select Committee on
Intelligence, where he worked to ensure that the nation's

intelligence community was adequately funded; and

WHEREAS, Since 1975, he has served on the House Judiciary

Committee, serving as its chairman from 1995 to 2001; and

WHEREAS, Congressman Hyde has worked to help his District
through public works projects, flood control, clean drinking
water, citizenship projects in local school districts, and new
housing developments for senior citizens and special needs

children; and

WHEREAS, Before serving in the U.S. Congress, he served in
the Tllinois House of Representatives from 1966 to 1974; during
that time he was one of the House's outspoken and articulate

debaters, rising to majority leader; and

WHEREAS, He enlisted in the U.S. Navy on November 11, 1942,

attended the Navy V-12 Program at Duke University and Notre
